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AN ACT Relating to transportation funding and appropriations;1

amending RCW 82.36.025, 46.16.070, 46.68.035, 46.16.060; reenacting and2

amending RCW 46.68.090 and 43.84.092; adding a new section to chapter3

82.36 RCW; adding a new section to chapter 47.08 RCW; creating new4

sections; making appropriations; providing an effective date; and5

providing for submission of this act to a vote of the people.6

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:7

TRANSPORTATION FUNDING8

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. PURPOSE OF ENHANCED STATE AND LOCAL9

TRANSPORTATION FUNDING PROGRAM. (1) The legislature finds and declares10

that it is essential for the economic, social, and environmental well-11

being of the state and the maintenance of a high quality of life that12

the people of the state have an efficient and effective transportation13

system.14

Increasing congestion and deteriorating conditions of public15

highways, streets, and roads threatens the safety and quality of life16

enjoyed by the citizens of the state and impairs the efficient movement17

of freight and goods vital to the state’s economy.18
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Unlike other state taxes, the motor fuel tax does not rise with1

inflation. Therefore, periodic adjustments to the tax rate are2

necessary to keep pace with inflation and ensure that public highways3

are maintained, preserved, and improved.4

Cost effective solutions to current deficiencies and future needs5

for state transportation systems and facilities are critical to address6

essential multimodal, motorized and nonmotorized, urban, suburban and7

rural transportation demands.8

Increased investment in state and local transportation programs is9

necessary to preserve and maintain the existing statewide, multimodal10

transportation system and to provide safety and capacity improvements11

that increase accessibility, mobility, safety, security, and service to12

the travelling and commuting public. A new transportation funding13

program is needed to accomplish the following objectives:14

(a) State-wide System: Provide for preservation of the existing15

state-wide system and improvements for current and future capacity16

needs in established urban and growing suburban areas to alleviate17

congestion attributable to economic development and growth; promote18

economic growth through a transportation system that attracts,19

supports, and increases commercial activity and productivity and20

enhances the state’s ability to compete effectively in the global21

market place; support the transportation needs of the rural areas of22

the state through the preservation and improvement of transportation23

systems and facilities that support agricultural activity and the24

movement of agricultural products; and produce critical revenue to25

advance the construction of overdue capacity and safety improvements on26

high cost projects needed to reduce accidents and safely move people27

and goods at reasonable speeds;28

(b) Passenger Only Ferries: Provide multiple transportation29

opportunities through the expanded use of high speed passenger-only30

ferry service between the Olympic Peninsula and the greater31

metropolitan area of Puget Sound; and reduce dependence on single32

occupancy vehicle usage, and facilitate and promote attainment of33

federal and state clean air requirements and regional land use34

policies;35

(c) Regional Transportation Solutions: Support joint36

interjurisdictional transportation projects between the Washington37

state department of transportation and cities and counties that38
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prioritize regional solutions for improving safety and increasing1

mobility on city streets and county roads; and2

(d) Washington State Patrol: Ensure continuation of vital state3

patrol services essential to the safety of the motoring public by4

increasing state troopers and providing equitable salaries commensurate5

with city and county law enforcement personnel; and maintaining6

Washington state patrol officers on state highways to promote a safe7

driving environment, provide motorist assistance services, and ensure8

statewide emergency response services.9

(2) The legislature further recognizes that the revenues currently10

available to the state for improved cross sound transportation, the11

preservation, safety, and capacity improvements on state highways, city12

streets, and county roads fall far short of the identified need.13

(3) The legislature further recognizes that the preservation and14

enhancement of a comprehensive transportation network that is15

responsive to the needs of the public and unique regional requirements16

is dependent on statewide public support.17

(4) The legislature further recognizes that although state law does18

not require public approval for legislative measures raising19

transportation revenues for highway purposes under Article II, section20

40 of the state Constitution, it is in the best interest of the21

citizens of Washington, to submit this measure for public approval at22

the next November general election.23

(5) The legislature, therefore, declares a need for the funding24

program embodied in this act for: (a) Statewide funding for capacity,25

safety, and mobility improvements on state highways; (b) funding to26

support bonds for improvements to State Route 18; (c) funding for27

expanded passenger-only ferry service; (d) funding for regional28

transportation solutions for cities and counties; (e) funding for29

additional Washington state troopers and support personnel; and (f)30

equitable salary adjustments for state troopers.31

Sec. 2. RCW 82.36.025 and 1994 c 179 s 30 are each amended to read32

as follows:33

The motor vehicle fuel tax rate shall be computed as the sum of the34

tax rate provided in subsection (1) of this section and the additional35

tax rates provided in subsections (2) through (((5))) (6) of this36

section.37
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(1) A motor vehicle fuel tax rate of seventeen cents per gallon1

shall apply to the sale, distribution, or use of motor vehicle fuel.2

(2) An additional motor vehicle fuel tax rate of one-third cent per3

gallon shall apply to the sale, distribution, or use of motor vehicle4

fuel, and the proceeds from this additional tax rate, reduced by an5

amount equal to the sum of the payments under RCW 46.68.090 (1) (a),6

(b), and (c) multiplied by the additional tax rate prescribed by this7

subsection divided by the motor vehicle fuel tax rate provided in this8

section, shall be deposited in the rural arterial trust account in the9

motor vehicle fund for expenditures under RCW 36.79.020.10

(3) An additional motor vehicle fuel tax rate of one-third cent per11

gallon shall apply to the sale, distribution, or use of motor vehicle12

fuel, and the proceeds from this additional tax rate, reduced by an13

amount equal to the sum of the payments under RCW 46.68.090 (1) (a),14

(b), and (c) multiplied by the additional tax rate prescribed by this15

subsection divided by the motor vehicle fuel tax rate provided in this16

section, shall be deposited in the urban arterial trust account in the17

motor vehicle fund. After June 30, 1995, ninety-five percent of this18

revenue shall be deposited in the urban arterial trust account in the19

motor vehicle fund and five percent shall be deposited in the small20

city account in the motor vehicle fund.21

(4) An additional motor vehicle fuel tax rate of one-third cent per22

gallon shall be applied to the sale, distribution, or use of motor23

vehicle fuel, and the proceeds from this additional tax rate, reduced24

by an amount equal to the sum of the payments under RCW 46.68.090 (1)25

(a), (b), and (c) multiplied by the additional tax rate prescribed by26

this subsection divided by the motor vehicle fuel tax rate provided in27

this section, shall be deposited in the motor vehicle fund to be28

expended for highway purposes of the state as defined in RCW 46.68.130.29

(5) An additional motor vehicle fuel tax rate of four cents per30

gallon from April 1, 1990, through March 31, 1991, and five cents per31

gallon from April 1, 1991, applies to the sale, distribution, or use of32

motor vehicle fuel. The proceeds from the additional tax rate under33

this subsection, reduced by an amount equal to the sum of the payments34

under RCW 46.68.090 (1) (a), (b), and (c) multiplied by the additional35

tax rate prescribed by this subsection divided by the motor fuel tax36

rate provided in this section, shall be deposited in the motor vehicle37

fund and shall be distributed by the state treasurer according to RCW38

46.68.095.39
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(6) An additional motor vehicle fuel tax rate of four cents per1

gallon beginning January 1, 1996, is imposed on the sale, distribution,2

or use of motor vehicle fuel. The proceeds from the additional tax3

rate imposed under this subsection, reduced by an amount equal to the4

sum of payments under RCW 46.68.090(1)(a) and (b) multiplied by the5

additional tax rate prescribed by this subsection divided by the motor6

vehicle fuel tax rate provided in this section, shall be deposited in7

the motor vehicle fund and shall be distributed by the state treasurer8

according to RCW 46.68.090.9

Sec. 3. RCW 46.68.090 and 1994 c 225 s 2 and 1994 c 179 s 3 are10

each reenacted and amended to read as follows:11

(1) All moneys that have accrued or may accrue to the motor vehicle12

fund from the motor vehicle fuel tax and special fuel tax shall be13

(a) For payment of refunds of motor vehicle fuel tax and special15

fuel tax that has been paid and is refundable as provided by law;16

(b) For payment of amounts to be expended pursuant to17

appropriations for the administrative expenses of the offices of state18

(o) For distribution to the special category C account, an amount24

as provided in section 4(2) of this act, provided solely for the25

location, design, right of way acquisition, and related construction26

costs on State Route 18;27

(p) For distribution to the regional transportation fund created28

under section 8 of this act, an amount as provided in section 4(3) of29

this act;30

(q) For expenditures for the location, design, right of way31

acquisition, and construction costs of highway construction projects as32

prioritized under chapter 47.05 RCW, an amount as provided in section33

4(4) of this act.34

(2) The amount accruing to the motor vehicle fund by virtue of the35

motor vehicle fuel tax and the special fuel tax and remaining after36

payments, distributions, and expenditures as provided in this section37

shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be referred to as the "net tax38

amount."39
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 82.36 RCW1

to read as follows:2

All moneys that have accrued or may accrue to the motor vehicle3

fund from the motor vehicle fuel tax and special fuel tax imposed by4

RCW 82.36.025(6) shall be distributed monthly by the state treasurer in5

the following proportions:6

(1) Twenty-five one-hundredths of one cent shall be deposited in7

the Puget Sound ferry operations account in the motor vehicle fund;8

(2) Twenty-five one-hundredths of one cent shall be deposited in9

the special category C account in the motor vehicle fund to be used10

solely for those purposes enumerated in RCW 46.68.090(1)(o);11

(3) Seventy-five one-hundredths of one cent shall be deposited in12

the regional transportation fund; and13

(4) Two and seventy-five one-hundredths of one cent shall be14

deposited in the motor vehicle fund and expended for highway15

construction projects as authorized in RCW 46.68.090(1)(q).16

Sec. 5. RCW 46.16.070 and 1994 c 26 2 s 8 are each amended to read17

(2) The transportation improvement board shall administer the fund.9

The board is authorized to adopt rules to carry out the purposes of10

section 1 of this act. In administering projects that receive grants11

from the regional transportation fund, the board shall ensure that:12

(a) Regionally significant transportation projects be included in13

a regional transportation improvement program that has been adopted by14

a regional transportation planning organization constituted under15

chapter 47.80 RCW;16

(b) Regional transportation projects proposing to use matching17

funds provided by the state department of transportation, transit18

district, city, town, county, port district, or other local source of19

funding should be given weight in any project funding criteria20

developed by the board;21

(c) Regional transportation projects that would enable22

transportation facilities to meet concurrency requirements and adopted23

level of service standards should be given weight in any project24

funding criteria developed by the board; and25

(d) Regional transportation projects that address complex, cross-26

jurisdictional transportation problems should be given weight in any27

project funding criteria developed by the board.28

(3) The transportation improvement board shall present its proposed29

rules to the legislative transportation committee prior to adoption.30

To facilitate this exchange, the Washington state department of8

transportation assistant secretary for finance and budget management;9

Washington state department of transportation chief for management10

information systems; the Washington state patrol deputy chief, support11

services bureau; Washington state patrol manager of the computer12

services division; the department of licensing deputy director and13

department of licensing assistant director for information systems will14

meet quarterly to share plans, discuss progress of key projects, and to15

coordinate activities for the common good. Minutes of these meetings16

will be distributed to the respective agency heads, the office of17

financial management and the legislative transportation committee.18

control measures; a definitive schedule that shows the elapsed time7

estimated to complete the project and when each task is to be started8

and completed; and a description of resource requirements to accomplish9

the activities within specified time, cost, and functionality10

constraints.11

(3) A copy of each feasibility study and project management plan12

shall be provided to the department of information services, the office13

of financial management, and legislative transportation committees.14

Authority to expend any funds for individual information systems15

projects is conditioned on approval of the relevant feasibility study16

and project management plan by the department of information services17

and the office of financial management.18

(4) A bimonthly project status report shall be submitted to the19

department of information services, the office of financial management,20

and legislative transportation committees for each project prior to21

reaching key decision points identified in the project management plan.22

Project status reports include: Project name, agency undertaking the23

project, a description of the project, key project activities or24

accomplishments during the next sixty to ninety days, baseline cost25

data, costs to date, baseline schedule, schedule to date, risk26

assessments, risk management, any deviations from the project27

feasibility study, and recommendations.28

Work shall not commence on any task in a subsequent phase of a29

project until the status report for the preceding key decision point30

has been approved by the department of information services and the31

office of financial management.32

(5) If a project review is requested in accordance with department33

of information services policies, the reviews shall examine and34

evaluate: System requirements specifications; scope; system35

architecture; change controls; documentation; user involvement;36

training; availability and capability of resources; programming37

languages and techniques; system inputs and outputs; plans for testing,38

conversion, implementation, and postimplementation; and other aspects39
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critical to successful construction, integration, and implementation of1

automated systems. Copies of project review written reports shall be2

forwarded to the office of financial management and appropriate3

legislative committees by the agency.4

(6) A written postimplementation review report shall be prepared by5

the agency for each information systems project in accordance with6

published department of information services instructions. In addition7

to the information requested pursuant to the department of information8

services instructions, the postimplementation report shall evaluate the9

degree to which a project accomplished its major objectives including,10

but not limited to, a comparison of original cost and benefit estimates11

to actual costs and benefits achieved. Copies of the12

postimplementation review report shall be provided to the department of13

information services, the office of financial management, and14

appropriate legislative committees.15

NEW SECTION. Sec. 503. The attorney general shall prepare16

annually a report to the legislative transportation committee17

comprising a comprehensive summary of all cases involving tort claims18

against the department of transportation involving highways which were19

concluded and closed in the previous calendar year. The report shall20

include for each case closed:21

(1) A summary of the factual background of the case;22

(2) Identification of the attorneys representing the state and the23

opposing parties;24

(3) A synopsis of the legal theories asserted and the defenses25

(4) Whether the case was tried, settled, or dismissed, and in whose27

(5) A summary of all settlement offers made by the parties where a29

verdict was returned against the state;30

(7) Such other matters relating to the case as the attorney general34

deems relevant or appropriate, especially including any comments or35

recommendations for changes in statute law or agency practice that36

might effectively reduce the exposure of the state to such tort claims.37
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 504. GENERALLY ACCEPTED ACCOUNTING PRINCIPLES.1

The appropriations of moneys and the designation of funds and accounts2

by this and other acts of the 1995 legislature shall be construed in a3

manner consistent with legislation enacted by the 1985, 1987, 1989,4

1991, and 1993 legislatures to conform state funds and accounts with5

generally accepted accounting principles.6

If any provision of this7

act or its application to any person or circumstance is held invalid,8

the remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other9

persons or circumstances is not affected.10

appropriations enacted by the legislature and approved by the governor22

in 1995.
